THE JAPANESE ARE FOND OF TRAVEL 
From Nikko T decided to po “light,” 
shipped my lug to Yoru Nomura, and 
bought a furosiiki, a huge handkerchief 
use to carry things, T had purchased two 
pars of white linen trousers and two fine 
silk shirts, with my name in Japanese, for 
24. These, with sks, handkerchiefs,

change them on the spot. Queer-sounding, 
but T was inca land of travelers and poor 
pilerins where privacy is unknown and 
personal cleanliness paramount, 
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The Japanese, even in Hearn’s day, were 
“the greatest travelers in the world, in their 
awn country,” Doften felt the common folk 
approved my way of wandering, even if 
ufficials sometimes were suspicious and 
caused me a litte trouble on that account, 
Bul poor people seemed to believe | wos as 
I said fimbhe na dito like themselves, and 
from them came more genuinely disinter- 
ested service. 

On the morning T left Nikko T walked 
ucross country to the next railway station, 
adelightful journey, for the most part down 
an avenue of cryptomeria, Here was none 
of Tokyo's oppressive heat, none of its fast 
lempo. Life seemed to-goon just as it, had 
for centuries. 

Children played happily in the streams 
where their mothers washed clothes and 
veretables and poured kitchen water, 
streams supplying tes and tice water Lo 
neighbors. below, streams becoming at last

One provided power for a 
sawmill, Small logs were brought manually 
to the carriage and pushed past the saw just 
slowly enough nol to stop it. There was 
little waste, Must Japanese mills could run 
on the refuse, slabs, and slashings discarded 
in the American West. 

Below was an overshot wheel operating 
nn unattended gristmill. Ponderous mill- 
stones were at work on rice, slowly hopper- 
lel. This seemed an anachroniam in a 
Japan which ranks high industrially and 
demands, as I write, modem naval parity.

By pulling a rope attached tea pulley at 
the top of the mast, the old fellow hoisted 
his bamboo-ribbed sail and we were off 
before o brisk breeze. Ishinumaki Bay ts 
shallow. Fish of many kinds darted through 
its seaweed, making clear to me why fish is 
Japan's “meat. 

We paused here ant) there, and explored 
eaves of ancient monks. Once we climbed 
to an island peak for tea’ in a summit tea- 
hore. The view of the archipelago re- 
minded me a Jitthe of the prospect from 
Portland, Maine, that inspired Longfellow 
to write of “the islands that were Hesperides 
of all siv boyish dreams.” 

Returning by another route, we made 
slower progress. The breeze died away un- 
ti] finally came dead calm. 

The sampan man began manipulating a 
limber oar-sweep astern, operated much like 
a fish's tal.

AMONG THE “HLATRY AINUS” 


In Sapporo dives Dr, John Batchelor, an 
Englishman, who found! the “hairy Ainus”’ 
adying race when he came to them 55 years 
1 5 a missionary, This shattered rem- 
nant of Japan's once proud ond savage 
Caucasian aborigines had been driven to a 
remote commer of their native land by the 
progress of civilization. 

Dr. Batchelor interested Japan and the 
world in these miserable peuple. Today, 
like our own Indians, they are protected 
wards of the Government. ‘Their villages 
attract travelers from everywhere, as do 
these of the Pueblo Indians in our own 
Southwest. 

Lenjoyed a huge 5-o'clock breakfast with 
the energetic, early-rising old gentleman 
and his adopted, England-educated, Ainu 
Gauzhter. He tok considerable time to tell 
me of the peuple of whan he isso fone, he 
says, “because they're like us.” He sheweel 
me books-and dictionaries in Ainu, an un- 
written language but for him. 

My host went with me to the railway 
station to help change my ticket, I had 
heen sold passage to a clistant, showy Ain 
Village, although Shiraoi, close by, is a. more 
natural one. 

Between Sappord and Shiraoi T changed 

trains ata military town. After long ques- 
tioning by an army policeman IT could not 
understand, | was rescued by the peneral 
muiinager of oné of Japan's great steel and 
shipbuilding concerns, an tour with his wife, 
poing likewise to Shiraci, His own princi- 
pal basvare was-a granite wash basin tied 
in a hanckerchief, 
I went with my Good Samaritan friend, 
We tolked of America, where he had lived 
as an observing young diplomatic attache. 
Small, ewen for a Japanese, he joked about 
his size, and he was pleased when I told 
him Napoleon had been little. 

From the standpoint of a well-informed 
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Japanese, he thought Americit's proudest 
passession her wiiversities, her most shame- 
ful one the ganesters: He really beliewed, 
in his bears 5 ihe said, in the divinity of the 
Emperor. He thought at least fifty years 
would pass before Japan. took the place 
im the world to which her people's intel- 
ligence entitled her. “We are backward in 
many things. We have much to learn,” 
he said.

Down the coast T went, pausing at 
Niwetsu, Toyama, Kanazawa, Fukui, and 
villages between, sometimes walking a few 
miles: between stations, buying meals at fish- 
ermen’s houses, staying the night at inns, 
wen never a. foreigner, and finding kind- 
ness and consideration always.

Qne of Miyajima’s attractions, and a 
great revenue producer, is a “sacred white 
horse’ in a stable behind a stone altar, 
Offerings of grain, purchased expensively 
from a stand near by, will cause the fat, 
sad-locking animal to turn completely 
around before he eats it. Horses’ tongues 
have worn a deep hallow in the stone, 

l follower o creek into the hills, in danger 
of arrest perhaps, since Mivajima is a heav- 
ily fortified island. Hut this was virgin 
country, otherwise, Multi-colored land 
crabs scurried! about, and birds fished in 
shallows where [saw no living thing. But

Other gems of the Pacific have been 
placed on tour routes, Tahiti and Samoa 
are becoming as well known to the diligent 
traveler as Hawai, But Japan's Micro- 
nesia remains a world apart. 

Japanese officials rarely forbid the would- 
be visitor, but they offer him scant en- 
couragement. He is warned that there are 
no conveniences for travelers.

This yast and beautiful ishind world be- 
longed to Spain in the days of ber glory. 
But Spain lost interest in her Paciie empire 
when the United) States deprived ber of the 
Philippines, To relieve her financial diffi- 
culties following the Spanish-American 
War, she sold her Micronesian islands to 
Germany in 1899 for about $4,500,000, 

The first guns of the World War had 
hardly been fired in Europe when Japanese 
warships sailed south and oecupied Micro- 
nesia, At the Peace Conference in 1919 
the islands were entrusted ta Japan as 
mandate from the League of Nations. So 
it is from Vokohuma today, not from Bar- 
celona or Hamburg, that you take off for 
this South Sea adventure:

In 
Micronesia “Kanaka™ is a convenient nick- 
nome for ame who would be more accu- 
rately but too burdensomely called “a man 
of Polynesian-Melanesian- Papuan blood, 
coming in the main from a Alalay race 
which probably. had Dravidian antece- 
dents.” 

Although the Kanaka isa kaleidoscope of 
all racial colors—black, brown, red, yellow, 
gad even white—he blends into a brown 
and hat the characteristics of the brown 
peoples, That is, he is a sea rover, a bold 
mvieator, a freherman, not maven to ecru 
bing in the soil nor to the ways of trade 
and busmess. Jn school, arithmetic is his 
hardest subject. But be can always tell 
you where the fish ore biting. And Tol 
wae so much at home in oa boat that he 
seemed a port of it.

The slaves cannot be bought or 
zalil rit at they belone fo Ths tredeviclinal 
They are the slaves of all freemen: in. com- 
mon, but no freeman may order them to 
do this or that, Such # prerogative belongs 
to the king oniy.

tars, mantillas, ond early masses, They are 
a reminder of the days when the long arm 
of Spain reached) halfway around the world 
to these small Pacific islands, Their names 
seem (iy out of place on thi barharit 
cic. We spent many interesting davs later 
in the home of Jesus Untalin, whose wife 
was Micailla and whose twelve children 
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were Maria, Juanita, Manolo, Vicention, 
Marcos, Teresa, Tomasa, Jose, Filomena, 
Ursula, Joaquina,and Felicia! 

The Chamorros, of course, are quick to 
idept new ways, and Japanese money, 
The Kanakas continue to use stone or shell 
money, or none at all. That is, many of 
their uegotintions are conducted without 
the use of any currency, by primitive 
metheis of barter. But even m barter 
there are fixed prices, One coconut costs 
one cigarette, One match will buy two 
nuts, A roll of bread is worth ten nuts. 
Chickens, eggs, or pigs are sold in the same 
way, for bread, tobaceo, petrolewm, or 
canned goods, nol for money. 

A fresh surprise was in store for us when 
dinner was prepared. Tol quickly set up 
two new fireplaces inthe yard. There were 
already three. Since the trader had been 
out of matches, fire was made by friction in 
one fireploce, then carried to the others. A 
pet was placed on each, Soon five dinners 
were boiling. Tol’s mother was running 
frantically across the yard from pot to pit. 


TANU ON EATING FROM WOMAN'S POT 

T asked Tol why five fires instead of one? 
Why five biz pots when one would contain 
all the stew of-taro, yam, and pork that was 
being cooked? 

“Tabu, he said. “Each person, one pat. 
Girl no matter, she can eat from mother’s 
pot. Man cannot eat from woman's pot.” 

“What would happen if he did?” 

“No longer be head of house, Be slave of 
woman.” 

So by this odd superstition the work of 
the woman is multiplied many times. T have 
seen in the grounds of one dwelling os many 
as seven fireplaces, each covered by a thatch 
roii—seven kitchens to ane howse—and all 
tended by one woman! — | | 

We ate separately, back half turned, as if 
ingry at all the others, each man crouching 
protectively over his pot, guarding it against 
the haleful influence of the wenien, Only 
the mother and daughter dipped their tin- 
gers into the same pot, 

Sunset colors were beginning to play 
across the lagoon. 

Merhaps Tol sensed the apprehensive 
question that was asking [tself in our minds. 

“Sleep my howse no good, Too small. 
Sleep in All Men House.” 

The All Men House is the clubhouse and 
council hall of the village. A large thatched 
building, it extends outinto the lagoon on a

stone platform, It is for all men and tor 
men only. Exception was made in the case 
of a foreign woman (pp, 408, 500, 501). 

That evening o lizard dance was staged 
jor our benefit in the vast, black hall. Brown 
bodies weithed and squirmed in imitation of 
Vaps big lizard, the whole sinudus tmass 
litonly by the red flicker of torches, There 
arose weird chants, unearthly yells. 

At Inst come the ‘words of parting: 
“Goml is the night: sleep!"’ Some men 
went home. Orhers lay down on the mer- 
clless hard fluor made of round bamboo 
poles, And so did we, Weariness softened 
the bee. 


MESS CLUB FOR THE LIVING AND DEAD 


Tol stayed, for it is the custom of all un- 
married young men to sleep in the club- 
louse, We sympathized with Tol an this, 
his frst night hone since his father's death, 
for his father’s corpse lay in state in a comer 
of this great spectral chamber, But the 
Kanaka sees much of déath—the death of 
his dear ones, the death of his race. [In the 
nielancholy words of a Tahitian pwet, 


“The leaves are falling-on the sand, 
The sea shall swallow coralstrand, — 
Our folk shall vanish from the land.” 


After nearly a month in Yap we voyaged 
on to spend three months in the other fairy 
islamis of Micronesia. ‘They were all varia- 
tions of the theme of which Yap was tne 
keynote, In no other land was primitive 
Kanaka life so clearly revealed os on Yap. 
Kisewhere it was modified, glossed over, 
clothed (literally) by the activities of offi- 
clals and missionaries, 

And yet each island in its own way was of 
surpassing interest. 


RADIO TOWERS AND SCHNOLS ALONG 
JUNGLE TRAILS 

In the Palau group is the headquarters 
of the Japanese South Sea Government. 4 
Japanese town of 5,000 people, clattering 
busily about on Japanese clogs, has sprung 
up where only a few years ago bare feet 
followed jungle trails, Radio towers, slores, 
hospitals, and schools have appeared. An 
airport is being constructed for the airline 
to connect the islands of Palau with Tokyo. 
A five-year plan is being launched for more 
intensive development of the islands and 
encouragement of Japanese immigration. 

As 1 write, there are 40,000 Japanese in 
the mandate, and 50,000 natives. But the 
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hative population is standing still, except 
in Yap, where it is decreasing. The Japa- 
hese population, on the contrary, ‘has 
doubled in four years ail bids fair to double 
again in the next four. Micronesia is rap- 
iy becoming an equatorial Janan, 

The antlike activity of the Japanese juts 
the native ina daze. Intensive cultivation 
of the soil, which the Japanese know so well, 
is performing mirackes, Barren uplands, 
supposed to be useless, are yielding rich 
harvests of pineapple and tapioca. . 

In the quiet lagoons, wysters sre trained 
to produce pearls in great numbers: In the 
slormy waters outside the reef a fleet of 
large motorized fishing boats makes whole- 
sale catches of bonito, to be dried te board- 
like consistency and sent. to fish-hungry 
Japan. 

Phosphate which the birds deposited more 
than a million years ago on Angaur is being 
transported for use 25 fertilizer on Japan's 
pocket-handkerchief farms (page 504), 


SUGAR NOW IN “THE ISLES GF LITTLE 
ACOOUNT 


In the Marianas, once called islands 
“of litth: account,” the sugar cane has 
heen made to feel at home. On Saipan, 
Tinian, and Rota, suger to the value of ten 
million yen is being produced annually. 

Sot content with the present large plant 
population of Micronesia, the Jnpanese have 
brought plant immigrants from all parts of 
the world. Some of these newcomers grow 
homesick, Lunguish, and die: others ore 
made comfortable by the skill of scientific 
horticulturists and become permanent set- 
ers in Micronesia. 

A stalwart, burly scientist-farmer tn rub- 
ber hoots took us about the governmental 
experiment farm on Ponape. He pointed 
out the strangers that he has brought to 
Ponape. There were the chestnut from 
Potynesin, the sapedilla plum and the 
Coromandel gooseberry from Java, the 
cashew out from India, nutmeg, clowes, 
ningosteen, and poregrunute from Celeles, 
alligator pears from Hawaii, jack fruit from 
Malaya, aloes from Africa, ceffee from 
Arabia, lichee nuts from China, Brazil nuts 
from Brazil, and oranges from California! 

These are only a few of them. In all, 
238 kinds of fniits, grains, veretables, and 
trees have been imported and acclimatized 
in Paotaaapet, 

“No skill needed,” said Mr. Hoshino 
sruly in response to cur compliments. 
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“Anything will grow here, We have rain 
every day all the yeur throweh. You can 
grow a tree from a walking stick. Look at 
those telegraph poles, sprouting branches!” 

The Micronesiin islands ate of two kinds, 
volcanic and coral, The voleanic iglands ire 
honnitainows and fertile. From them, rich 
soil is being actually transported by the 
shipload to the low, sandy coral atolls so 
that these “deserts of the Pacific’ may also 
be made to blossom, 


WOEDS ARE RELICS OF ANERICAN 
WHALEHS 


The old-time whalers would . scarcely 
know the islands today, 

One is frequently reminded of the past 
visits of American ships, On Truk, contact 
with English-speaking peuple is evident 
from the presence in the native language of 
such words as “masis” (matches), “rouses” 
(trousers), sop" (soap), “Paipel" ( Bible), 
“Sonte skul” (Sunday school), “Setin'

husaie was discovered by Americans in 
1804 and was formerly named Strong (sland 
for a Governor of Massachusetts, In later 
Years American whalers mace its beautiful 
harbor a rendezvous. 

“Tecan remember seeing 22 whaling ships 
i this harbor af one lime,” says fine old 
King John of Kusaic, 

The newcomers left a legacy of foreign 
diseases here as in other ishands,; “Peeling 
skin” the Ponape people called smailpox, 
which carried off half their population. 
“The lady who shrivels men tip” was tuber- 
culosis. In Kusaie the population dwindled 
from about 2,000 when first discovered io 
400 in late Spanish times, 


WHERE CRIME [8 UNKNOWN 


But the “morning stars," huge square- 
rigged sailing ships built by the dimes of 
American Sunday-school children, brought 
missionaries, They transformed Kusaie inte 
an island paradise where going to church 
and smiling seem to be the chie? industries. 
There is no jail, crimes are unknown, dis- 
ease practically nonexistent, and the whole 
population, now 1,200, goes aboutin trail-

Abruptly from the water's edge rise beet- 
ling castle walls made wp af huge prisms of 
iasalt. The mighty building blocks which 
compose these barbaric structures make the 
English castles or those of the Rhine seem 


delicate and ladylike in comparison, The 
quarries where these mammoth hexagons 
and oclagons were obtained! are 15 or more 
miles away, some of them in the neighbor- 
hood of the great cliff of Joka} Island, 

To transport the stones must have re- 
quired craft very different from (the present 
native canoe. ancl to raise them to their posi- 
tions must have been a herculean task, even 
with the aid of an inclined plane and un- 
limited manpower 

And this was no isolated fort, nor ¢ven a 
walled vilage. It was a city, made up 
of about 50 fortined islets extending over 
eleven square miles, Most of it is now hid- 
den by the advancing jungle. 

How the past speaks here! So evichent bs 
the hond of mon that ont expects to see 
men appear around any corner. The na- 
lives hove sn unholy dread of coming near 
the place. Even our Japanese companians

In a Jand thal prides itself on fittle val- 
levs and rivers, villages and towns, shops 
and moter cars, Windermere, largest of 
the English lakes, retains hordes of ad- 
mirers. 


A good swimmer could stroke his way 


fram end to end and never be out of sound 
of shore, 

Here, more than a century ago, was held 
a regatta in honor of Sir Walter Scott, on 
his 54th birthelay. 

It was mid-August, 1825. “Rob Roy,” 
“The Heart of Midlothian,” “The Bride of 
Lammermoor,” “Ivanhoe,” “Renilworth,” 
“Quentin Durward,” “Redgauntlet,” and 
many another had been finished in the time 
it ie a college freshman to get bis "h.D- 
Sir Walter, at 54, seemed to have solved 
his financial difficulties: Not till that win- 
ter did the burden of debt which killed 
him finally settle itself upon his proud 
spirit. 

Beside the greatest public relations coun- 
acl Seotland ever had were George Canning 


and Wordsworth, fifty-five; Southey, three 


days over fifty-one; and John Wilson, the 
‘(Christopher North” of Blackwood's Maga- 
zine, a mere lad of forty, a talented protege 
af Sir Walter, enjoying with the gay old 
boys this holiday within sight of his estate 
above Windermere, where atlversity over- 
took and made a man of him. 


SEEING CENTURY-OLD GHOSTS OF GENTUS 


During tea at the Old England, with 
the milky lake misty beyond a flawless 
lawn, I thought of that gay purty of poet, 
politician, romanecer, humanitarian, and 
essavist. What glamour these century-old 
ghosts gave to the rainy scene! 

(Canning, an actress’ son turned foreign 
minister; Wilson, an amateur wrestler, be- 
come stimulating teacher; Southey, a des- 
potic relative’s ward, whose works reached 
forty volumes of proseand ten of verse; and 
Wordsworth, lawyer's son, turned supreme 
noet of Nature—what o galaxy of genius 
finding time for a Windermere regatta in 
honor of their distinguished friend of Ab- 
butsiord! 

Verily, there must haye been something

in the climate of the English Lakes to work 
miracles like that. Yet I, a product of the 
wee of hustle: sat idly-at tea and dreamed 
while other idlers talked. 

In a land where the summer sun sets 
late and winter nights begin early, sitting 
at tea is not entirely an idle occupation of 
a waste of time. At tea one is informally 
admitted to an atmosphere of British cor- 
diwlity and charm. Even the foreign guest 
need not consider which side up he must 
hold his fork, or whether to grasp a knife 
like a sword or a scalpel, Afternoon tea 
is a sort of Mowering of English social 
cen ues.

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THRUSHES, THRASHERS, AND SWALLOWS" 


Robins and Bluebirds are Fanuliar Members of a Famous 
Musical Family Which Includes the Hermit 
Thrush and European Nightingale

T four o'clock one afternoon in Jamu- 
ary, 1931, a group af men $1004) 
| dn o low hillside in the southern 
U nited States and watched robins as they 
came in countless flocks to roost in a far- 
stretching titi thicket below them. 

It was a stimulating sight, for us the day 
waned the numbers of birds increased to 
Hmzing proportions. In every direction 
the sky was Hlled with streaming clouds ot 
robing, all converging toward the swamp. 
Tens of thousands were arriving every 
minute, and the flight continued until dark, 

“A noise very much like the sound of 
the surf was made by the birds’ wings when 
they settled down to roast,” wrote one ob- 
Server. 

The men on the hillside were joined by 
others until, when darkness fell, about two 
hindred were assembled. The company 
now moved from its potnt of observation 
and surrounded a large area of trees and 
low bushes where myriads of sleepy robins 
were crowded on limbs and twigs. 

With torches and flashlights, the men 
pushed their way into the thicket, and, with 
sticks and stout clublike branches of trees, 
began to beat from their perches the light- 
blinded and bewihlered birds, Many were 
killed, others injured, and still others cap- 
tured unhurt to be put to death by the 
pressure of a ruthless thumb and consigned 
to the sacks which all the men carried.

Such massacres had been going on at this 
Alabama winter roost for robins for some 
time, undisturbed. But suddenly a cry 
arose, a cry taken up and passed from man 
to man throughowt the fifty-acre swamp. It

Was a new sound: it had never before been 
heard in a Crenshaw County robin poet: 
“Game wardens!" 

Guiltily the men worked their way out 
of the titi bushes and began to hurry away 
in Oil directions. ‘There were only two 
wirdens, but they succeeded in stopping 
42 of the robin killers. The majority of 
those arrested. had thrown awuy their sacks 
of birds, but from the few captured the 
wardens dumpel 375 deacl robins, which 
were confiscated and given to the local 
poorhouses and to a hospital, to be cooked 
for the inmuttes. 

Tt has not been very many oars since 
there were no trobin protection laws in the 
Southern States, In fact, for a long time 
after the settlement of what is now the 
United States the robin was regarded a5 4 
game-bird that mizht be killed at any time 
of year and in any manner. 

The first State to pass a law for the pro- 
tection of the robin was Massachusetts, 
which in 1878 made it a misdemeanor to 
kill robins during a period of four months 
and four days each year. After July 4 
however, and until March ft of the follow- 
ing yeor, this early law provided, they 
might be taken at any time. 

Virginia was the first State south of the 
Potomac River to prohibit the killing of 
robins, After two years of strenwons ef- 
fart by the Audubon Association, a petition 
with 10,000 sinatures was presented to the 
State: Legislature and a law was passed on 
Mareh 1, 1912. 

Widely in the United States and Can- 
ada, the robin is the best-known and most 
popular of all wilt hinds, and its arrival 
in spring is hailed with joy (see Color Plate 
T and text, puge 541), Its song at dawn 
i¢ the first note of the day to millions uf 
crs, 

But over vast areas of the Southland 
rabins are known only as winter residents.

nor Sing in the gardens, In scattered flocks 
they frequent the open pine woods or run 
about on the ground where the wire grass 
has been recently burned, They come 
about plantation howses and negro cabins, 
and feed on the balf-dried berries hanging 
in clusters from the China trees, 

At thts season robing grow fat and are 
pasy to secure, so to many a southern boy 
comes the temptation to shoot a string af 
them to take home for his mother to cook 
Ina stew or robin pie. 

lt may surprise some old friends of the 
robin to learn that the redbreast belongs to 
the family of thrushes, But students of 
anatomy, who hove a pift for studying 
feathers, dissecting muscles, and measuring 
Lunes, long avo agreed that in many cases 
birds of quite different sizes and colors may 
in reality be very closely related, 

Furthermore, if jt is true that from the 
embryo io the adult stage on animal re- 
capitulates the history of its race, we may 
feel ourselves to be wilneses of one stage 
in the robin’s evolution when we see the 
young ones just out of the nest with their 
breasts spotted in trie thrush fushion (ser 
Color Plate 1). 


COLONISTS FOUND A “BLUR RORTR"” 


This characteristic of the young is shared 
by another cherished bird compunion—the 
bluebird—which also is a member of the 
iustriows and musical family of thrushes: 

The English people who first settled in 
Massachusetts found coming about their 
gardens a little bird which in size, form, 
and movements reminded them of the 
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“Cock Robin” that the sparrow claimed to 
have killed with his bow and arrow, 

There wes one very noticeable differ- 
ence, however. Whereas the English 
robin has an olive-brown back, this bird 
wore a mantle of blue, So the newcomers 
named it “blue robin,” Today we call it 
bluelsird. 

We have three distinct species in North 
America-—the eastern, the mountain, and 
the western bluebirds (see Color Plate IT 
and text, page 535). ‘The eastern, or com- 
mon, bluebird occupies most of the country 
from the Rocky Mountains to Labrador 
and Florida. Like our robin, it inhabits 


cities and open farmland country, orchards 


and woodlots, and keeps away, generally, 
from dense forests, 

Its song is pleasing, its demeanor gentle, 
and its. coloring so attractive that almost 
everyone enjoys having it near, Hundreds 
of thousands of nesting boxes hove been 
erected for its accommodation and that of 
its frieneds, 


THREE WIVES IN A SINGLE SEASON 


The first box IT put up for bluebirds, 
tailed to o white-oak tree in the yard, soon 
contained four blue eggs, and incubation 
began promptly, But one night calamity 
came in the form of a neighbor's cat, which 
crept into the yard, climbed the tree, and 
thrust a long arm into the box entrance. 
Dawn clisclosed the feathers of the female 
bluebird scattered about the lawn, 

When the male discovered that his mate 
was not in the box, he began to call loudly 
for her return, and his anxiety increased 
with the passing hours. He was very un- 
happy; in fact, the whole day was ruined 
for him. 

But the very next morning another fe- 
male came to console him, Evidently the 
two reached on understanding, for about 
It of clock we saw her go into the nesting 
box to look things over, 

As a precaution, this time T suspended 
the box from the limb with « foot of wire, 
after first removing the ill-fated first 
wife's eges and the nesting material, 

ATeW nest was.at once besun: eges-were 
laid and the female began to sit. But once 
again trouble came, The cat climbed the 
tree, got onto that swinging box somehow, 
and pulled the bird from the eggs, Fresh 
bluebird feathers: with chewed wing tips 
were found in the grass the next morning. 

Now the male had still greater cause for 
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lamentation than be 
fore, if we may fucee 
by the fact that 11 
days elapsed before 
he could tnd a third 
mate. ‘Two thingy re- 
main to be told: first, 
that the cat suddenly 
died and, second, that 
five voung bluebird 
weTe Tiised in the yard 
Ihat spring, 

The nest is always 
mide in a cavity—in 
a bird box if there is 
one handy; af not, a 
hole in an old apple 
tree or in a fence post 
ippears to be just 
ns acceptable, Last 
spring, while on a 
motor trip, | found at 
least a degen bluebird 
nests in mail boxes 
instened to posts along 
the country roads. 

Nesting cavities 
made by woolpeckers 
are. generally aban- 
doned after one sed- 
son's occupancy, and 
these attract bluebirds. 
Holes: made by red- 
headed woodpeckers | 
have found to be par- 
ticularly to their lik- 
ing. [Che entrances are 
sufficiently large to 
admit a bluebird*s 
body, but are small 
enouch to. keep out a 
sparrow hawk or 
screech owl, and this | 
it an important consideration in localities 
where these birds of prey are numerous. 
The flicker'’s nesting hole is accessible to 
either of these enemies, and this may be the 
reason it is rarely used by bluehinds. 


COUSINS OF THE NICHTINGALE 


Woodpeckers lay their ezes on fine 
chips of wood which are lelt in the hole 
when it is being constructed, but such a 
simple arrangement does not suit the blue- 
birds. Before laying their eges, they line 
the bottom of the cavity with an ample 
supply of dry grasses.

WOODLANDS RING WITH FLOTELIKE MUSIC 


Only the favored few may hear the her- 
mit, a true dweller of the deep woods. But 
for mire familiar is the song of the wood 
thrush (see Color Plate IT and text. page 
S54). In spring the groves and woodlands 
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from South Dakota to 
the Atlantic coast ring 
with iteunhurried musi- 
cal e¢-a-fer. At dawn 
its call brings cheer to 
the new day. In. the 
evening it soothes like 
a benediction, 

In the strains of the 
wood thrush same bird 
lovers have noted re- 
eemblances to a part 
of Faust’s appeal to 
Marguerite in Gou- 
nods opera. Others 
have found suggestions 
of musical phrases from 
Weber and Handel. 

Along wileroourses, 
where trees are tall and 
where ferns and skunk 
cabbages prow, the 
wool thrush loves to 
sing. “Swamp robin” 
is one of the names by 
which it is known. 
While much more shy 
and retiring than the 
robin, the wood thrush, 
like it, nevertheless 
comes to well-shaded 
purks andl to the out- 
skirts of towns and 
cities where large trees 
have been left stand- 


ing. It is an inhahit- 
ant of deciduous 
woods, wsially stop- 


ping short at the edge 
of evergreen forests. 

The nest is often 
made in a three-forked 
upright shoot of a a 
sturdy sapling. Again, it may be saddled 
on some horizontal bough, with its sites 
supported! by two or more twigs, or may 
rest in prapevines growing thickly over 
some stalwart bush, A littl mud or vere- 
table mold of decayed forest trees usually 
cives form to the interior of the nest and, 
when dried, adds to its firmness, Large 
dead leaves are much wsed and, now and 
then, Scraps of paper are employed. 

Once I saw a photograph of a wood 
thrush’s nest from which plainly protruded 
the etl of a fve-dollar bank note. 

The wood thrush is not one of the earli- 
est birds to engage in nest-building.

In New York City studies were made of 
the time when birds begin to nest in that 
region. They showed that the first bird to 
begin egeaying was the great horned owl, 
on February 28, and the last was the gald- 
finch, on June 20, The wood thrush, filty- 
second on the list, was ready to begin the 
incubation of its eggs on May 17, or 27 
days later than the first robins. 

THE MOCKINGEIED Is A WORLD-FAMOUS 
VOCALIST 

Since the incubation of robins’ eggs is 
complete in 15 days, and since the young 
remain in the mest only two weeks; it may 
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very well be that on the day a wood thrush 
begins to incubate she will hear the anx- 
us call notes of her robin neighbor, whose 
young have just left the mest. 

Like the thrushes, the members of the 
family Minidae, or thrashers and mocking- 
birds, are gifted singers. This distinctly 
American group is composed af more than 
60 species, of which 1! species and three 
tubspectes are found in the United States, 
They include such favorite wocalists as the 
catbird, the brown thrasher, and the world- 
famous mockingbird (see Color Plates TI 
and TV, and text, pages 538 and 539). 

The rollicksome outpouring of the mock- 
ingbird’s song constitutes one of the most 
amazing vocal perfarmances in the bird 
world. In my opinion, it and the hermit 
thrush are unquestionably the two out- 
standing songbirds of the Western Hem- 


epherc. 

Mockingbirds are especially atrundant in 
the South Atlantic States, where at times 
one may hear the voices of half a dozen 
singing at once. 

When the hermit thrush feels the impulse 
to sing, it mounts to some limb, and, us a 
rule, remains stationary while it devotes Its 
entire attention to the business in hand, 
The mockingbird takes its singing much 
less seriously. It may begin its song on 
the top of a tree, a fence post, or a chim- 
ney, but is easily diverted if it notices 
something of interest on the lawn or if-a 
neighboring mockingbird invades the par- 
ticular area to which it has jaid claim. 
After inspecting the object which had 
looked palatable or chasing its rival a 
short distance, it returns to its perch, often 
resuming its song while still on the wing. 
There is infinite variety in the mocking- 
bird's singing, The long-tailed black- 
white-and-gray minstrel produces an as- 
tomishing series of notes, some of these but 
rarely, others tepeated over and over 
again, and all coming with such easy 
abandon that at times one may wonder ii 
the bird is actually conscious that it is 
sin 

Sometimes it rises for many feet, and 
with dangling legs drops again to its perch 
without interrupting the song that flows 
forth unceasingly. At times it will sing in 
tree or bush, hopping from limb to limb. 

The mockingbind's scientific name, 
Af trams polygiaites, meaning “mimic of 
many tongues, is a correct choracteriea- 
tion of numerous individuals, I have 
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heard them give with precision the mewing 
ery of a-cathird andl the plaintive, staccato 
nesting call of a sparrow hawk, Almost 
any bird of the neighborhood may be mim- 
icked in such a way as to deceive the un- 
accustomed ar. 

Especially famous is the singing of these 
birds on quiet, moonlight nights, when they 
utter tones which, if would ‘seem, could 
come only from the spirit’ land, ent 
would a Florida orange grove be, even 
full blossom, without the roundelay ots a 

mockinelird ? 

Rrown thrashers sing much as do the 
mockingbirds, although the music comes 
less spontaneously and Jacks a certain 
power of appeal. In a land where the 
mockingbird was not found, the brown 
thrasher might well assume the role of the 
Caruso of the region, but not otherwise, 


SWALLOWS OF A FEATHER FLOCE 
TOGETHER 


Swallows are useful and gentle little 
birds that twitter rather than sing, and 
thany of them prefer to spend much of their 
time fying about near. the homes of men. 
They are gregarious in habits, large numbers 
often being found associated together, 
They feed wholly upon insects which they 
caplure while on the wing, 

Thirteen species of the swallow family 
(Hirundinidae), with five additional sub- 
species, have been recorded in our country. 

The purple martin (Color Flate V1, and 
text, page 542) is the largest member of the 
group, and, although it is eight inches in 
length and has a wingspread of almost 16 
inches, it would take neurly a dazen of them 
to weish one pound! 

In spring and summer purple martins 
inhabit much of North America and are 
shundant especially in the Southeastern 
States. They may be attracted easily by 
erecting a pole hung with a number of 
wourds or topped by a many-roomed bird 
box (see illustration, page 526), 

Any farmer will tell you that martins 
will -kerp hawks away from the chickens. 
This belief is entirely accurate, for martins 
defend their homes courageously and will 
drive: hawks or crows from the neighbor- 
bioced 

Before the coming of the white man pur- 
ple martins must have used hollow trees as 
nesting places, a habit to which they still 
revert on occasion, In a wowed park at 
Devils Lake, North Dakota, and again

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near a railway station in eastern Texus, [ 
found small colonies using a large, partially 
dead tree, the decayed wood of which had 
been tunneled in a haphazard manner by 
woklpockers. 

In the pine and palmetto woods twenty 
miles sith of Fort Myers, Florida, I dis- 
mounted from my horse st noon one day 
for lunch. While the guide fried the bacon 
T examined six pine trees which appeared 
to have been killed by a single stroke of 
lightning. Five of them contained holes 
originally made by flickers, One of these 
was oocupied by a Florida grackle’s nest 
and three others were inhabited by purple 
martins, Two martins were carrying straw 
up to the fifth bole, but as often as they 
came they were mel at the entrance by an 
array of dag@erlike bills. In uo few anys 
the young flickers would depart, so in the 
end the hole may have become the abode 
of the persistent home-seeking martins. 

In Bismarck, North Dakota, I found 
martins nesting under the eaves of a luikl- 
ing on the busiest corner of the town, and 
in Seattle 1 watched them carrying mest 
niaterial to holes left in the side of a re- 
cently constructed warehouse. Once I dis- 
covered a pair feeding their young in the 
hood of one of the electric arc limps at 
that time lighting the thoroughfares of 
Flaunt City, Florida, 

Inumediately after the close of the nest- 
ing season martins assemble in flocks and 
Often establish their roosts in towns, where 
their numbers, increasing daily, erow inte 
huge proportions, Many people Hying in 
Atlanta con recall the great martin roost in 
the trees bordering one of the residential 
streets, For several weeks every summer 
they were a decided annoyance to inhabit- 
ants of the neighburhood and to thase who 
had occasion to pass along the Street at 
night. In 1926 two policemen one evening 
shot into the roosting birds and killed more 
than four hundred. 


WHAT'S TN A NAME? 


For some years there was such a roost in 
a grove in Greensboro, North Curotini. 
One evening I went to the tep of o tall 
building and watched the great hosts -ar- 
riving for more than an hour, My estimate 
was 200,000 birds and this I believe to be 
conservative. They did not leave the 
neighborhood until lite summer, but by 
the time the trees in the grove hat Tost 
their leaves, 1 knew the murtins were in 
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their winter home somewhere in the wilds 
of Hragil, 

several of the swallow family apparently 
have been named because of the particular 
nesting environment which is supposed to 
be peculiar to each; for example, bank: 
swallows nest in sand hanks, But the name 
of the bird is not always descriptive of the 
Place where its nest is “found and this fact. 


sometimes causes confusion. 


Once [ wert fora bird walk with Mra. 
Pearson in a region that was:new to us: As 
we passed an unused summer collage some 
swallows few from the wide veranda. I 
pointed out two nests on gp joist and said 
that they were mide by barn swallows, 

“But this is a howe, not a barn,” she 
objected, 

“Well,” T said, “that’s what they are— 
barn swallows’ nests.” 

A little later we stood watching a row of 
mid nests stuck tw the weatherbourding 
under the eaves of a barn, 

“This is a colony of chff swallows,” I 
told her, 

“CH swallows?” she repeated cdoubt- 
iy 

so happened that the next day we 
eiattedl an island in the near-by lake. Along 
the cliffs. on one side there were m 
cracks and clefts. in and owt of which birds 
Were Passing. 

“What kind are they?” she asked, 

2 ieree-ewaltong.! 1 replied. 

“Oh,” she saicl hopelessly, “so barn swal- 
lows nest in houses, chit swallows mest in 
barns, and tree swallows nest in cliffs!” 


Townsend's Solitaire 
(Ad yadestes. imensendi) 


A tonefal resident of the Far West &: 
this gray bird with its white eye-rings and 
white outer tail feathers that flash when it 
dlarts“about (see Color Plate I). As its 
name indicates, it is a shy lover of lonely 
places, It makes its bome along steep 
mountain slopes and gorges fram Alaska to 
Mexico and eastward to the Black Hills. 

The solitaire is cight or more inches bong, 
about the size of the cathird which it some- 


what resembles. It weighs about one and 
a half ounces. | 
Although undoubtedly allied to the 


thrushes and possessing some of their hab-. 
its, particularly that of tonning on the 
eround and stopping suddenly like o robin, 
the solitaire alsa reminds one of a fly- 
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catcher. When it darts after a passing In- 
sect and promptly returns to its lookout 
perch, its movements sugeest Kinship to 
the phoebe. 

A gifted singer, it pours forth its notes in 
the clear mountain air with a gushing span- 
taneity that suvwests the famous songster 
of the South—the mockingbird. 

1s food, during the warm part of the 
year, consists mainly of insects. In winter 
it resorts to wild berries growing on vines 
ar on decituous and coniferous trees. 

Some naturalists speak of seeing soll- 
taires in flocks of considerable numbers, 
but when observed by the writer, chiefly in 
Wyoming and New Mexico, never more 
than two were seen together. . 

Many of these Iirds winter south of their 
summer range, although some remain 25 
far north as British Columbia. 


Varied Thrush 
(froreus macvins) 


In the Puget Sound region of Washing- 
ton one may hear the handed robin, known 
as the varied thrush, singing in the autumn 
when other birds have lapsed into silence 
(see Color Mate 1). 

Mr, Puertes, after Tistening to its son 
in the forests of Alaska, wrote: 

“It is a-single, long-drawn note, uttered 
in several different keys, some of the higher 
pliched ones with a strong, vitirant trill. 
Each note grows out of nothing. ewells to a 
full tone, and then fades away to nothing, 
until one is carried away by the mysterious 
sang.” 

In summer the varied thrush inhabits 
chiefly heavily forested regions where fogs 
are frequent and the foliage is often drip 
ping wet. It breeds in the Pacific coast 
area from northern Alaska to northern 
Californin, and winters from southern 
Alaska to southern California. 

The nest, built in sturdy saplings or trees 
of medium height, is composed of twigs, 
grasses, amd moss. The ereenish eggs, 
three and sometimes four, are sparingly 
decorated with spots or small blotches of 
varying shades of brown. 

The birds feed upon insects, worms, ber- 
Ties, snd varigus forms of mast, all of which 
are ‘generally gathered from the ground. 

In winter they may gather in flocks, 
sometimes numbering many thousand in- 
dividuals, as robings do in the South, 


Robin 
(Turdug migratorins) 


This red-breasted, handsome member of 
the throsh family is in many respects 
America’s outstanding bird citizen (see 
Color Plate 1). ts numbers are impressive, 
its personality more sp. ‘To the North it 
comes a a herald of spring and its cheery 
song 1 familiar to millions. 

Deep woods are not to the robin's liking, 
so the clearing of forests which formerly 
covered much of eastern North America 
has been to its ailvantage, “Throoghaut the 
years this native bird has greatly increased 
in numbers (see text, page 525). 

To be sure, cherry raisers in New Jersey 
mid strawberry growers in Florida cry out 
against the robin's love for fruit, and secure 
State anc Federal permits: to shoot ‘the 
marauders. Vet among Americans as a 
whole the robin is a cherished frien! and 
its popularity has never waned, 

The robin s son i often heard hefore a 
rain, in the early moming and evening, and 
during the nesting season at almost any 
hour of the day. A cheerful warble made 
up of ascencling and descending phrases, it 
sours as ii the singer were breathlessly 
repeating cheerily cheerily cheery cheer- 
iy, with the syllables rather badly slurred. 
Other familiar utterances include loud calls 
of distress and alarm raised when a prow!l- 
ng cat threatens the younp, a fighting cry, 





and a tef-tw! note deliverce with a bob of 


the tail as the robin flies wp into a tree. 

Soon after their early morning concert 
Tobins are seen-on the lawn, busily hunting 
earthworms. Erek and businesslike, hey 
stop suddenly, erect and motionless, then 
pounce upon their slippery prey, They 
also tat quantities of noxious insects, 

A good bortemuker, the robin builds“a 
workmanlike nest which may be found at 
almost any distance from the erourid atnaut 
houses or in trees. Tt isa thick bowl of mud 
held together with blades of grass, rein- 
forced with leaves and weed stalks, and 
lined with soft grasses. In shaping the mud 
shell the mother bind tses her breast, turn- 
ing around and around, The eggs are so 
striking and unusual in hue that they have 
given their name to a colar. 

The robin has mony natural cnemits-— 
snakes, jays, crows, hawks, owls, anil 
others. In ay aspen grove on a sagebrush- 


coverel mountainside in Utah, I found «a 


robin’s mest about three feet from the 
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round. in it a wren was busying itself 
making soall punctures in the blue evirs. 

Robins make their nests and rear their 
young as far north 
Alaska ond Labrador, In winter the more 
northern birds move southward to the Cen- 
tral and especially the Southern States, 
Kobins sometimes safely winter in the 
North, even in cold, snowy, central and 
western New Vork State, living in swamps, 
thickets; or ;ullies. and feeding on wild 
herries, 

Five varieties are recognized—the east. 
em Tobin (7. m. migratorivs): southern 
tobin. (7. mm. achratierws): northwestern 
robin (7. mi; caurinus); western robin 
(7. wm. propingnis); and San Lucas robin 
(i, om, comies), Their songs are very 
similar and their food and nesting habits 
vury only to the extent that might naturally 
be expected of a species inhabiting such a 
wide variety of regions: 

American robing haye been introduced 
into England and hove become locally es- 
tablished there. 


Olive-backed Thrush 
(Hwlocichta wstulata swainsoni) 


This little traveler is one of the few spe- 


cies whose journeys twice a year extend 
over much of the length of the two Amer- 
teas (Color Plate IL), In the extremity of 
its range i} makes a round-trip pilgrimage 
of more than 17,000 miles. 

The majority of peaple who look for the 
olive-backed thrush see it only as a rml- 
grant. In spring in the New York region 
we expect it to appear during the second 
week of May and to depart by the last 
of the month, At that time it is return- 
ing from it winter sojourn in southern 
Mexico or perhaps even as far south os 
Patagonia, 

Some of these Jong-cistance flyers stop 
to breed in northern New Vork State or 
in New England. Others continue north- 
ward to Newfoundland, to the Mackenzie 
River, or even to the coast of Alaska 
that looks out over the icy waters of Bering 
Sea. 

In autumn T lool again for the migrating 
tlive-hacks near my home and wevally find 
some of them between the middle of Sep- 
tember und the fifteenth of Getober, 

In the Pacific coust country this form is 
replaced by a subspecies called the russet- 
backed thrush (47. 9, wsvefute), 


as the tree limits of 
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Gray-cheeked Thrush 
(Hwecichla minima aliciac) 

So closely does this species resemble the 
olive-backed thrush that only a most ex- 
perienced observer may be expected to tell 
them apart, when perchance they both ap- 
pear in the shrubbery of the lawn or garden 
during their seasonal visits: The slightly 
more pronounced eye-ring of the olive- 
back is the most distinctive mark (Color 
Plate I}. 

The breeding range of the gray-cheeked 
thrush is a narrow strip of country just be- 
low the northern tree limit, extending from 
Labtador westward to Alaska and porth- 


eastern Siberia, 


Wood Thrush 
(fivlocichlae meestelina) 

Some of the thrushes are dificult for the 
bird student to name with certainty, but 
the wood thrush stands out us a conspicu- 
ous exception (olor Plate 11). ts breast 
atid sides are thickly sprinkled with round 
hlack spots, whereas the similar markings 
on the tinderparts of the other thrashes are 
not 60 noticeable and are more in the nature 
of short bars or stripes, 

Furthermore, this is a large thrash, al- 
though smaller than a robin. It isa litele 
more than eight inches long and has a 
wingspread of 13 inches, being thus about 
two inches shorter thon a tobin and three 
inches: smaller as measured from tip to tip 
of the wings. 

These birds pass the winter {rom south- 
em Mexico to Costa Rican, Tn the District 
of Columbia they appear shortly after the 
middle of April, tilling the parks with their 
music (see text, page $26). After rearing 
their young they depart southward about 
the second week. in October, 





Hermit Thrush 
(Gwoctchta guttata) 


Tf you come upon o thrush which has:a 
tail noticeably browner than the rest of its 
plumage, mark it well, for you have seen 
the famous hermit thrush (see Color Plate 
IT, and text, page 525). 

A true hermit, the sweetest singer among 
all the thrushes dwells in deep and some- 
what. : yy wools and seems eager to 
elude the notice of humans who may, per- 
chance, invade its solitudes, Because of 
the marvelous quality of its music it hos 
been called “American nithtingale.” 
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In simmer the hermit thrush inhabits 
much of North America from central 
Alaska to Cafifornia and in the East from 
southern Quebec to the mountains of Vir 
ginia. Lt is divided into seven subspecies, 


Veery 
(Hylocichta juscescens Juscescens) 

There is great charm-in the silvery notes 
of the veery (see Color Plate IT). The song 
begins strongly and diminishes in volume 
as it proceeds. Tt has the peculiar effect of 
a continuous flow of melody, whirling 
rapidly dewnward slong some invisible 
spiral cord. This song is given at all times 
af day, but it is especially noticeable in the 
early morning and late evening. 

One summer, finding myself in a region 
where veeries were singing all about the 
camp, 1 determined to find a nest, After 
ihree days -of fruitless search, [ wired a 
friend who Knew the bird well, arid asked 
for help, 

“Nest on or near the ground,” he replied. 

| already Enew this much from the bird 
hooks. What | wanted to know was in 
what kind of places T should look. | 

After two weeks of daily search I found 
g nest with four young, but not entirely 
through my uw efforts. It was pointed 
out to me by an excited bird of another 
species, a red-eyed vireo, She led me to 
it by her querulous noles as she sat on a 
low limb ovéerhend, shouting anathemas at 
the four youthful beads that were raised 
reneatedty in the hope of being fed. The 
meat was on the ground among the stubs 
left where a bush had been cut down. 

The veery breeds in caster North 
America, south to North Carolina-and the 
mountains of northern Georgia, When if 
leaves is in autumn it goes to Colombia, 
British Guiana, or Brazil, where it spends 
the winter, The western subspecies is the 
willow thrush (/f. f. salnicota). 


(Eastern Bluebird 
(Sialia sialis sialts) 

Perhaps no other feathered resident has 
a firmer hold upon human affections than 
the gentle, lowable bluebird (see Color 
Plate IL, and text, page 524), 

[ts arrival from the South i& made known 
by a delicate, purling warble with a wistful 
refrain that seems tosay, “Dear, dear, think 
of it, think of it.” Soft and low. comes the 
two-syllabled answer of the female, 


| 


They are even better prophets of agetne 
than the robins, for far fewer bluebirds 
winter in the North. After passing the sum- 
mer in the Northern States and the south- 
central and castern provinces of Canada, 
most of them spend the winter in the States 
below the Potomac and the Ohio Rivers. 
At this season they are scattered all over 
the region and are readily seen. One cold 
day last year J counted 22 of them al one 
Lerrie. 

When «# bitter cold starm sweeps the 
country several bluebinds may seek shelter 
lor the night in the same cavity of a tree. 
In 1895, when sleet covered much of the 
South for many days and greatly reduced 
the bluchird population of our country, [ 
knew of eight dead ones that were removed 
from a single woolpecker’s nesting hole, 

In their conjugal relations bluebirds are 
devoted, as befits a bird which has come to 
lie a symbol of happiness. . 

Fram a purely practical standpoint it is 
highly desirable to attract bluebirds to the 
garden and orchard, Throughout the sum- 
mer they may be seen killing cutworms 
whenever they can find them, Caterpillars 
of many varieties also are in danger when 
the gentle bluebird is in the neighborhood. 
It helps, too, when outhreak«s of canker- 
worms oocur. Dhoring the year a fourth of 
the binehbicd's food consists of grasshoppers. 
In autumn and winter various wild berries 
are eaten, A subspecies, the axure blue- 
bird (5. s. flee) is found from southern 
Arizona to Veracruz, Mexico. 


Western Bluebird 
(Sialia mexicana} 

Unlike the eastern bluebird, this beauti- 
ful species (see Color Plate UT) is no 
singer. Its few twitterings ite in no way 
comparable to the sweet warble of its rela- 
tive, 

Like the eastern species, however, the 
western form often raises two of more 
broods ina season, “There is an authentic 
record af a pair building six nests one 
year, in each of which six eggs were laid. 
This unusual happening, however, wus 
brought about by the ege-collecting habits 
of an oilogist whe systematically robbed 
the binds as cach clutch was deposited. 

In the United States: there-are two vari- 
eties of this bluebird. The better-known 
type (9. m. occidentalis) breeds from Prit- 
ish Columbia to western Montana and south 
through California. Lt winters in the south- 
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em parts of its: range and in Baja Cali- 
fornia. The other variety is the chestnut- 
hacked bluebird (3S. m. Awirdt), which & 
known to occur in summer from Utah and 
central Texas southward to Durango and 
Acutecas. 


Mountain Bluebird 
(Siglia currucoides) 

Late one afternoon a number of ws gladly 
dismounted from our horses by the side of 
the Snake River where it goes rushing on 
its way through western W abe The 
unstrapping of Saddle and pack-horses 
had begun when, looking up along the rough 
trail byw which we had descended from Two 
Ocean Puss, I caught sight of @ bird that 
flew to the side of a dead tree and dis- 

appeared. 

With blankets scattered about and my 
tepee not yet erected, | deserted camp -and 
soon found a pair of mountain bluebirds 
carrying food into an old woodpecker hole. 
I stayed and watched that nest until sun- 
down. The plumage of the male was a 
most exquisite cerulean and reminiscent of 
cettain shales seen in the waters of the bay 
of Nassau, or in the Blue Grotto of Capri 
(see hor Plate LIT). 

As I watcher him flying about, T found 
myself pitying certain eastern bird lovers 
who were not there to thrill at the sight of 
the ventle and amazingly colored bird af 
this far-awoy wilderness, The mountain 
bluebird breeds from southern Yukon ‘Ter- 
ritery and North Dakota southward to the 
Mexican border. 


Catbird 
(Bumeteila carolinensis) 

The cathird ts one of the most common 
and best-known feathered inhabitants of 
southem Canada and the United States, 
Except for a black crown and chestnut 
under-tail coverts, it is slate-colored both 
above and below (see Color Plate TIT). 

Because of its inconspicuous coloring and 
slinking habits, the catbind is far more often 
heard than seen. Its plaintive mew is 
uttered in the shrubbery of the lawn, the 
vines in the gardens, and the thickets in 
fields and along fence rows, Its song is 


och, varied, and prolonged, and usually is 


produced when the performer is well hidden 
in thick foliage, 

Besides being a very entertaining bird to 
have about the premises, the cathird is also 
a Valuable one, destroying numbers of in- 
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jurious insects, Its taste for domestic fruit 
ig pronqunced, as strawberry raisers fre- 
quently attest. 

The cathird’s bulky nest iz concealer in 
vines or thick bushes. [1 is composed of 
(wigs, leaves; rootlets, and often fragments 
of soft bark stripped from cedar trees. The 
ees, ustally four in number, are dark 
PreCn, 


Sage Thrasher 
(Greorcapies montanws) 

It has been my good fortune to meet the 
sage thrasher now ond then in its summer 
home in the-sasebrush country of the West, 
and one December day I found it in. the 
chaparral of south Texas. 

Several miles north of the Enchanted 
Mesa of New Mexico the pueblo of Laguna 
has basked in the sunshine for centuries. 
From the adobe buildings a path worn deep 
in the rock Teads to 4 water hole of wneer- 
tain attractiveness. Jt was here, where 
moceasingl fret have long trodden, that I 
iba saw the save thrasher (see Color Plate 

1 

With elevated tail it tan along the 
ground, pausing at Intervals to raise its 
wings in mockingbird fashion. But for its 
spitted breast it might have passed for a 
mockingbird, 40 clasely did its form 
movements resemble those of that famous. 
sonuster. It is a gifted musician and its 
Inpissioned singing is heard in spring over 
vast expanses of the elevated regions of the 
Far Wrest. 

For food the sage thrasher depends 
chiefly on insects, hut it does not hesitate 
to visit the ranchman’s titden in search 
ol berries or grapes: 

The nest is placed in low bushes and the 
four or five green eggs are covered with 
large brown blotches. 

The summer home of the sage thrasher 
extends from British Columbia to central 
Califomia and eastward to the border of 
Nebraska. It winters from southern Cali- 
fornia and central Texas southward through 
northern Mexico. 


Mockingbird 
(Mimus polygtatios) 

Few birds spend a5 much of their lime 
in song as dees the mockingbird (see Color 
Mate IV). Ll have noted individuals which, 
it seemed to me, would literally hove sung 
all day hal they nol deemed it necessary 
lo pause frequently to chase away other 
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birds that came too n¢ar tosuitthem. Rela- 
tively little time was employed in hunting 
ford, 

Furthermore, they sang for half the 
night, especially when the moon was shin- 
ing. They had tales of Jove to tell, and, 
like the Ancient Mariner, they had to speak 
right on, Mockinghinds sing not only in 
spring but in summer and even on pleasant 
winter days. No other bind pours forth 
such 2 torrent of notes, 

If asked to choose my favorite bird, I 
would name offhand the mockingbird, for 
I hold many memories of his glorious song 
at Chevy Chase, Atlanta, New Orleans, 
Pasadena, and in a thousand rural dis- 
tricts, 

Mockingbirds are not migratory; any 
wanderings by individuals are of short 
duration and, of course, are made in quest 
of ao more readily acquired food supply. 

The eastern mockingbird (Af. p. poly- 
glotios) runves: from southern lowa and 
Marvland southward to the Gulf of Mexico 
and eastern Texas. Western mockingbitds 


(Af. ». lewcopterus) inhabit the country 


from ceotral California and western Kan- 
eas to Veracruz and Cape San Lucas. 


Curve-billed Thrasher 
(Tagestama curvirastre) 


The curve-billed thrasher (7. c. cwrcr- 
fosire) and its two associated subspecies, 
Palmers thrasher (J. c. palmers) and the 
Brownsville thrasher (7c. oberfatsert), i- 
habit the warmer arid regions of southern 
Texas, New Mexico, Arizona, and north- 
em Mexico. They aré all birds of the sage- 
brush, cactus, and mesquite countries (see 
Color Pinte TV). 


Brown Thrasher 
(Toxostoma rufinr) 


This is the “merry brown thruth” of our 
childhood books. But it is not a thrush. 
It is too brown; its tail ts too long; ond its 
eyes are bright yellow and not dark brown 
(see ‘Color Plate IV). Ut is a famous singer 
and by many i regarded os a close second 
to the mockingbird. 

Wherever trees are intermingled with 
shrubbery, especially if vines: or briar 
tangles ore present, there isa good chance 
of finding the brown thrasher. It prefers 
dry uplands to swamps or the borders of 
pons gon] stress: 

‘The brown thrasher usually appears in 
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the Northern States and southern Canada 
from the sixth to the fifteenth of April and 
departs in October for its winter home in 
the Southern States and Texas: Through- 
out much of its range it is an abundant 
bird, and, since it has a voracious appetite 
and provides well for its brood, the insects 
it destroys are countless, It consumes 
ants, thousand-legs, beetles, grasshoppers, 
and no end of caterpillars. [t-also feeds to 
in extent on grain, fruit, and berries. The 
bulky nest with its sputted eggs is hidden 
in thick vines or bushes, 


Bendire’s Thrasher 
(Toroztema bendires) 

The various long-billed thrashers of the 
semi-arid deserts of the Southwestern States 
are very much alike in color. All are 
pale brownish-g¢ray or dral) as {f bleached 
hy the rays of the sun beating so pitilessly 
upon the rocky mesas and the cactus 
reaches of the sandy flats, ae 

In deserts from southeastern California 
to southwestern New Mexico, one discovers 
the summer home of Bendire’s thrasher 
(see Color Mate V). Tt also ranges across 
the border into northern Sonora, 


California Thrasher 
(fexerioma redinvwn red, Prune ) 


This bird's song resembles in many te- 
aspects that of the mockinubird. It is de- 
livered from the topmost bough of some 
tree or tall bush. Such a potition when 
singing seems a little ocd, since at all other 
times the bird keeps close to the earth and 
i usually well hidden from view im the 
chaparral. It likes to run along the ground 
and when alarmed will alten seek safety by 
this means rather than by flying (see Calor 
Plate V4). 

It ventures from cover now and then in 
wearch of fowl, often spading up the ground 
with its bill as it looks for worms or gribs. 
There 1s much food also to tts king on 
many bushes, both wild varieties and those 
crown in gardens. Seeds and insects of 
many kinds are taken. Its three or four 
spotted epes are laid in a nest of interlaced 
sticks and twigs, lined with grass, rootlets, 
and strips of bark. Usually it is well hid- 
den in a bush or thicket.

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Crissal Thrasher 
(fexestoma doriale dortaic) 

From Utah to Enja Califomia and from 
southeastern California ta western Texns 
ia ‘the homeland of the crissal thrasher (see 
Color Plate V). 

This is an exceedingly shy bird. Field 
observers often have great difficulty in see- 
ing ene while it is singing, for if the song- 
ster glimpses on approaching intruder it 
dives instantly to cover and i not readily 
found again, Lf, by good fortune, one 
finds a crissal at close range, it may be 
identified by the licht-yellow eyes, which 
are not possessed] by any of the other 
thrashers of the same locality. 

The crissal should be sought in the mves- 
quite thickets bordering streams and ar- 
royos. The nest is made of thormy twigs 
and lined with grasses, and is usually placed 
in & thorn bush. The three or four egos 
are light green without spots or markings. 


Leconte’s Thrasher 
(Toerastoma leconte: lecontes) 

This bird and its subspecies, the desert 
thrasher (7. /. arenicota), ore: very light 
gray and their colors blend so perfectly with 
the sands over which they race that when 
quiet for a monvent they are practically 
invisible (see Color Plate ¥). 

They are past masters in the art of skilk- 
ing through the cactus and creosote bushes 
and avoiding detection. When fying they 
usually rise only a few inches from the 
ground. Men on horseback, trying to mon 
them down, have found it difficult to get 
them to rise in the air and fly away like 
other birds. In their efforts to Gcape, the 
thrashers prefer the speed of their legs and 
their ability to dodge behind bushes, 

The nest. is often placed in the cholla 
cactus, the long spines and easily detached 
joints of which provide a most effective de- 
fense against marauding animals. 

Leconte’s: thrasher may be found in 
desert growths of southeastern California, 
southern Nevada, and Utah, also in Ari- 
mina and northern Baja California. 


Purple Martin 
(Progre sutiz) 

Purple martins are socialile birds with a 
fondness for the company of their own 
kind, and where nesting sites: for several 
Fars are available a colony is soon estal- 
ished. They prefer to live obout the 
homes of man, and im most communities 


gladly accept the ig eas of those who 
will put up nesting boxes for them | see 
Color Mate VI and text, page 528). 
sometimes boxes with 100 or 200 apart- 
ments are erected for their use, They will 
accept also hollowed-out gourds suspended 
from) crossbars nail] toa pole (see Hlustra- 
tion, poge 526). In unettled regions they 
will nest in cliffs or in hollows of trees, Not 
long ago more than 300 were estimated to 


be breeding among the bowlder piles on 


Spirit Lake, Minnesota. | 

Although breeding as far north ax the 
squthem tier of Canadian Provinces anid 
even Alazka, they are most abundant in the 
Souther States, In the construction of 
nests, weeds and straw are used, as ‘well 
as other vegetation, feathers, and even 
rags.

I have examined nesis, the linings of 
which were composed. wholly of the dead, 
smooth leaves of the live oak, which some- 
times covered the eges when the gourds 
containing them were tossed pbout in the 
summer wind. In some sections two or

The birds are very noisy about their 
nests, and the sweet twittering carol adds 
much to the avian chore about the homes 
of planters and innumerable negro cabins

Northern Cliff Swallow 
(Petrockelidon albifrans aibijrons) 


Clif swallows arrive in the District. of 
Columbin about April 10, in Minnesota he- 
ween April 15 and May 6, and at the 
northern limits along the edge of the Arctic 
at a still later date. 

Typically swallowlike, they breed in col- 
omies. Uheir nests are made of little mud 
pellets, carried one ala tinie, Many of the 
hesis are walled about in such a way that 
an opening anly large enough th admit the 
bird is lett. Seametines a bottlélike teck 
forms the doorway (see page 522). 

The side of a building, well up under 
the edge of an overhanging roof, is a fovor- 
ite nesting place. For this reason the birds 
ore often known as “eave swallows” (ser 
Color Plate VI). 

Although found locally all over most of 
North America, except Florida and the Rio 
Grande Valley, they are: much mere mu- 
merous in some regions. In the Central 
Stites, for some obscure reason, their num- 
bers have much climinished during the last 
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20 years. In Maine they are very common, 
especially along the coast, There | once 
observed a building beneath whose exves 
i just 100 nests, all apparently oceu- 
pier], 

In the summer of 19530, T took an exten- 
sive moter trip on Cape Breton Island, 
Nova Seotia, The young ‘of both cliff and 
birn swallows were out of the nests, and in 
great numbers were perching on the lele- 
phone wires by nearly every farmhouse we 
passed. In 1927 I counted more than 200 
of their nests under an overhanging cliff 
in an unsettled pectin af Utah. Such 
nesting sites are common in the Western 
States, 

In early September the birds begin (heir 
miitration, passing throwch Florida and 
Central America to Brazil and Argentina, 
in which countries they ore believed to 
spend the winter. 


Barn Swallow 
(Hirundo erytivegaster) 
Late in April, 1934, a5 a Steamer on 
which [ was o passenger pushed its way 


northward through the purple waters of the 


Strait of Yucatan, o large Nock of barn 
awallows appeared (see Color Plate VI), 
For perhaps an hour they circled about the 
ship, alighting on the rigwing and twithericg 
in small, cheerful voices, They were notth- 
ward bound fram. their winter home in the 
Tropics, and did not seem at all disturbeil 
by the fact that they were far out of sight 
of land. 

These little Myers, like many other birds, 
petess an amazing endurance that enables 
them to seck their summer abodes some- 
where in all that vase area of the earth's 
surface between Alabama and the Arctic 
shores of northwestern Alaska (ste illustra- 
tic, page 524). 

The nest is made of mud with grass or 
straw and is lined with feathers ond iine 
grasses. Heams or the vertical walls of 
barns and other buildings are now almost 
cexclusively used o5 nesting sites. 

Violet-green Swallow 
(Tachveineta thalessina lepida) 

One of the many charming birds inhabit- 
ing the greater part of western North 
America is the dainty violet-ereen swallow 
{see Color Plate VIT). 

It is happy in the wildermbss, but also 
finds safety and contentment about human 
habitations. 1 have watched it in wild 


‘faces of 
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revions of Alaska, darting about cliffs in 
the mountains of California, skimming over 
Lake Washington at Seattle, and fluttering 
about pardens in the outskirts of Oregon 
cities. Its varied colors, its sprightliness of 
mnoverment, and its cheerful twitterings 
rake it one of the most welcome af bird 
neighbors; 

Tits nest of feathers, anid sometimes 
grasses, 5 built im hollows. Cracks and 
éemall openings of various shapes along the 
cliffs are often ulilized, although 
more often the birds may be found occupy 
ing holes in trees, especially the abandoned 
nests of woulpeckers. The eves ore white, 
and asa rule number four or five. 

Being insectivordus, ike our other swal- 
lows, this bird must retire southward be- 
fore frost has cleared the air of those multi- 
tudes of insects upon which it lives. Thus 
the violet-greens, after passing the summer 
in their favorite localities between the Vu- 


kon River on the north, South Dakota one 
Nebraska on the ent, 


and the Mexican 
border on the south, all! fly away to Mexico 
ane Central America for their annual so- 
journ under tropical skies, 


Tree Swallow 
(Jridoprocne bicolor) 


One day last winter while T was driving 
with a native Georgian through the pine- 
lands of the southern part of his State, he 
pointed to a flock of fifty or more birds. 
circling and fluttering over a-shollow woad- 
lane pene, 

“Wie call them ‘oold weather birds,” he 
told me, “because they come about such 
places in winter when » cold day comes.” 

The birds were tree swallows (see Color 
Plate VI}. Bodies of water retain their 
heat longer than the land does: conse- 
quently, on a-coal day more tying insects 
are to be found at such places, a fact of 
which the swallows were well aware, 

In summer this species inhabits almost 
the whole of northern and central North 
America. It breeis from Virginia, Arkan- 
sas, Colorado, and central California morth- 
ward almost to the tree fimits am the ber- 
ders. of the Arctic regions. In winter it may 
be found from North Carolina, Texas, and 


central California over mich af Mexico, as 


well as in Cuba and Honduras. 

On the outer sand banks of the Cape 
Hatteras region, and northward along the 
coast, are many dead trees thot have been 
left standing after bein killed by the ‘hig 
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sand dunes which bury the timber for t 
time and then pass onward, Here, in April, 
[ have watebed tree swallows alighting, 
peering into holes, and giving every mani- 
festation of seeking nesting cavities, Yet 
it was too early for them to breed, and not 
one of their nests has ever been reported 
from that part of the country, 

The natural places for tree swallows to 
nest are cavities in rocky clifis and in tress, 
Lut many ate now accustomed ta the use af 
bird boxes erected by kindly human hands, 
My friend, the late William Brewster, once 
showed me the nest ofa pair of these swal- 
lows, built in @ tin can erected on a pole in 
the yard of his farm on the Concord River 
in Massachusetts. The birds had sufferer 
misfortune, for the summer sun had so 
pee the tin that the young were thereby 
kilbeel. 


Bank Swallow 
(Kiparta riparia riparia) 

Like most of the swallows, thie one seems 
to feel that it must have a cavity in which 
to build its nests, and since usually there is 
none available to suit its needs, it proceeds 
lo make its own. With bill : feet it 
excavates a horizontal burrow two or three 
feet long in the side of a sand hank or 
gravel bed. The extremity of the hole is 
enlarged and lined with dead grasses. The 
birds breed in colonies; and often the en- 
trances to their burrows are only a foot 
or two apart (see Color Plate VIT). 

Few birds have such a wide and varied 
veopraphical ranve aa does the bank swal- 
low, Dt is found in many countries of Eu- 
rope, Asia, and northern Africa, In Eng- 
land photographed one breeding place in 
the side of a sand pit that contained more 
than 140 nests, In America breeding com- 
munities of these bins are to be found 
from Alaska to southem California on the 
west, and to northern Quebec and central 
Alabama on the east. 


American Pipit 
(Anthus spooletta mabescens) 


The family of wagtails and pipits (Mo- 
tacilidae) includes one hundred ot more 
species distributed widely in five continen|=. 
They are smal) gray hinds, rather nonde- 
script in general appearinice (see Color 
Plate VIII), Over much of the United 
States they are seen 9s migrants, or, in the 
South, as winter visitors, 

Sometimes three ar four may be seen 
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together, but as a rule they come in flocks 
often numbering many scores of individu- 
als. They feed on the ground and walk in- 
stead of hopping. 

Not long ago, by the Cooper River in 
South Carolina, | watched several running 
about on the damp fround of a tice field 
from which the pates had just been with- 
drawn. Again | saw them feeding like 
sanipipers on a sandy shore of Shackleford 
Banks near Cape Lookout. 

Late in winter, when plowing begins in 
the fields of Virginia, Georgia, Tennessee, 
or elsewhere south of the Potomac and Ohio 
Rivers, you may expect to see flocks of 
these birds descend to the newly broken 
ground, In ficht they undulate through 
the air, but at times have a drifting, uncer- 
tain, buttery manner of movement differ- 
eit from that of ather birds. They breed 
from the Arctic Zone throughout northern 
and central Canada, and along the hurher 
mountains to New Mexico, 

While I was serving as a member of 
President Hoover's Yellowstone Boundary 
Commission, our party one day made the 
long climb from the upper Vellowstone 
Kiver onto the high runges to the west- 
ward. Where the teail crossed the Conti- 
nental Divide o wide undulating plain lay 
before us, Here, well above timber-line, | 
suddenly realize! that | was looking at a 
pupit thying with food in its mouth. My 
ohlitations to the President were tempo- 
rarily but completely forgotten, for T turned 
my horse in pursuit. 

It is amazing how exasperating a bird 
can be sometimes. It simply would not go 
to its nest, and after watching it wilking 
about and alighting on nearly all the 
hewlders over two or three acres of ground, 
[ was forced to give up the best chance that 
I may ever have to find the cradle and 
young of this litdle bird of the high alsi- 
tudes. Many hove: said that the nest is 
built on the ground. J did not doubt 
this, but [ wanted to prove the fact for 
myself, 

In the song season the pipit soars hich 
in the air, like the famous skylark of 
Europe, and when its music has been 
ei forth the singer descends with direct 
light.

(Antkws sprague)

Meanwhile there are “low roads” along 
the Firth of Tay where fishers cast for 
salmon, or over the Carse of Gowrie, with 
manors and castles gleaming among the 
trees, or, crossing the Firth, they may lead 
vou through quaint Leuchars to St. An- 
drews, where golfers play to the booming 
of the sea (see illustrations, pages 566-8, 
and text, page 505).
